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Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  health  and  sanitaiy 
condition  of  the  Borough  of  Falmouth  in  I964. 

The  year  was  a healthy  one.  The  weather  was  mild  and  this  was 
reflected  in  a reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths  in  the  over 
sixty-fives. 

In  my  1962  report  I expressed  the  hope  that  with  the  introduction 
of  the  oral  vaccine  against  poliomyelitis  few  children  would  remain 
unprotected.  This  has  not  proved  to  be  the  case.  Indifference  seems 
to  grow  as  people's  memories  of  past  epidemic  disease  fade. 

Tiiis  is  the  last  report  I shall  make  to  you  and  I should  like  to 
take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  the  staff  of  all  departments  for 
their  courtesy  and  help  throughout  the  whole  of  the  sixteen  years  I 
have  been  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to 
all  the  Mayors,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  with  whom  I have  served.

T -iL  recently  adopted  index  is  considered  to  be  the  most 
sensitive  yet  devised  of  sanitary  and  housing  conditions  in  a 
community  plus  the  general  health  of  the  population  and  the  quality 
of  medical  care  it  receives.  From  the  table  given  above,  it  will 
be  seen  that  conditions  in  Falmouth  are  about  average.  It  must  be 
remembered,  however,  that  with  a total  of  only  275  live  and  still 
births  any  swing  on  either  side  is  multiplied  by  nearly  4.  This 
fact  must  be  taken  into  consideration  when  considering  any  of  the 
vital  statistics  from  small  communities,  the  smaller  the  population 
the  greater  the  distortion. 
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Despite  the  foregoing  observations,  it  can  safely  be  said  the 
Falmouth  Vital  Statistics  for  I964  are  good.  Only  once  in  the  past 
10  years  has  the  infant  mortality  rate  been  higher  than  that  for 
the  country  as  a whole  and  the  average  over  the  whole  10  years  is 
considerably  lower. 

There  is  nothing  particularly  outstanding  in  the  analysis  of 
causes  of  death.  Someone  might  notice  that  whereas  only  3 cases  of 
pneumonia  were  notified  there  were  I4  deaths  from  this  disease.  I 
would  add  that  none  of  the  notified  cases  died.  411  but  2 of  the 
pneumonia  deaths  occurred  over  65  years  of  age,  when  the  condition 
was  doubtless  terminal  and  the  true  cause  of  death,  rarely  stated 
on  certificates,  was  old  age.

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Miss  E,  J.  Jennings,  Assistant  County  Nursing  Officer  reports: 

It  is  reassuring  to  know  that  for  I964  the  perinatal  mortality 
rate  in  Falmouth  is  28.99  compared  with  35.01  for  the  West  Cornwall 
Clinical  Area  and  32.35  for  the  whole  county.  The  figure  for  the 
East  Cornwall  Clinical  ih?ea  is  22.41. 

Once  again  it  must  be  emphasized  that  every  expectant  mother 
should  be  receiving  ante  natal  care  before  she  is  12  weeks 
pregnant.  VJise  eating,  regular  weighing  and  regular  tests 
to  estimate  the  amount  of  iron  in  the  blood  will  prevent  many 
expectant  mothers  developing  the  conditions  which  often  give  rise 
to  either  stillbirths  or  to  babies  dying  within  a week  of  their 
birth. 

In  1964?  99  expectant  mothers  attended  the  weelcly  ante  natal 
Relaxation  Classes  held  at  the  Clinic  by  the  District  Midvjives. 

On  December  31st,  275  little  children  under  5 years  of  age  had 
not  been  protected  against  poliomyelitis,  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough  and  tetanus.  The  protection  against  these  diseases  had 
been  freely  offered  to  their  parents. 
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The  Falmouth  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  continues  to  give 
invaluable  help  to  the  elderly  by  running  the  Meals  on  VJheels  and 
Chiropody  services.  Good  food  and  well  cared  for  feet  do  much  to 
maintain  good  health.  In  Falmouth,  the  Health  Visitors  know  of 
several  elderly  people  in  need  of  varying  amounts  of  regular 
domestic  help.  The  adequate  care  of  the  elderly  in  their  own  homes 
is  of  paramount  importance.

were  notified.  Fortunately  antibiotics  are  now  available  which 
usually  prevent  permanent  heart  damage  which  in  the  past  almost 
invariably  occurred  in  such  cases. 

The  5 cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  in  a school  camp.  10 
persons  in  all  were  affected.  The  suspected  food  was  ham  which  the 
party  had  brought  with  them  and  kept  longer  than  advisable.  The 
camp  was  not  constructed  or  managed  as  well  as  one  would  have  liked 
but  advice  given  was  readily  accepted  and  from  that  time  on  there 
was  no  cause  for  complaint. 

Poliomyelitis  - Once  again  there  was  no  case  of  this  disease  in 
Falmouth  during  the  year.  Doubtless  this  v;as  due  to  the  vigorous 
vaccination  campaign  wliich  was  instituted  as  soon  as  a protective 
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vaccine  became  available.  The  Blackburn  epidemic  has>  however, 
sho\m  that  vaccinations  by  injection  do  not  give  full  protection 
even  if  followed  up  by  a single  booster  dose  of  the  oral  vaccine. 
During  our  major  vaccination  campaign  only  injectable  vaccine  was 
available  so  it  seems  there  is  a great  deal  of  work  to  be  done 
here  and  elsewhere  to  bring  the  protection  rate  up  to  a safe  level. 
In  the  under  sixteen  group  for  which  records  are  available,  only 
2191  persons  are  protected,  which  is  about  60%  of  the  estimated 
population  in  this  age  group. 

Diphtheria  There  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  in  I964.  During 
the  year  287  (226)  children  under  5 and  36  (48)  older  children 
were  immunised.  336  (112)  received  booster  doses. 

On  the  31st  December,  1964>  there  were  912  (1,107)  children 
between  the  ages  of  1 year  and  5 years  in  Falmouth  and  of  these 
636  (605)  or  (70.3^)  had  been  immunised.  This  figure  is 

well  below  the  level  at  wtiLch  a coromunity  can  be  regarded  as 
fully  protected.  It  is  to  be  hoped  wo  shall  not  need  an  epidemic 
of  diphtheria  to  rouse  interest  in  this  vital  matter. 

VJhooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  Since  1st  January,  1956,  all 
immunisations  against  diphtheria  have  included  protective  agents 
against  tetanus  and,  with  few  exceptions,  whooping  cough. 

Children  immunised  before  1956  have  been  offered  and  most  of  them 
have  received  protective  vaccination  against  tetanus.

The  larger  than  usual  number  of  nev;  notifications  has  been 
investigated.  One  new  case  w^is.  diagnosed  in  Falraouth  within  one 
month  of  a 22  year  old  lady's  arrival  from  London,  itiother  so 
called  new  case  was  later  found  to  have  been  under  treatment  for 
the  disease  ten  years  ago  but  had  been  lost  sight  of.  The  non- 
pulmonary  case  and  one  case  of  pleurisy  were  close  contacts  of 
known  cases.  As  they  were  diagnosed  in  the  early  stages  of  the 
diseases  their  recovery  was  rapid.  The  source  of  the  other  4 
infections  could  not  be  traced  but  one  was  a merchant  seaman  who 
probably  got  his  infection  in  one  of  the  old  fasiiioned  forecastles. 

On  the  31st  December,  1964?  there  were  134  (126)  cases  of 
tuberculosis  on  the  register  of  which  118  (112)  were  pulmonary. 

No  deaths  due  to  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  Falmouth  for  1 day  during 
November,  35V  persons,  mainly  raantoux  +ve  school  children  and 
school  leavers  were  examined.  1 case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
was  discovered,  also  one  case  requiring  observation. 

At  the  end  of  1964>  3276  (3? 143)  children  had  been  vaccinated 
with  B.C.G.  Of  this  number,  504  (474)  were  contacts  of  knov.n  cases 
of  tuberculosis  and  2772  (2,669)  were  dealt  with  under  the  scheme 
for  school  leavers. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  also  paid  one  of  its  routine  visits 
to  the  Falmouth  Docks  were  every  facility  was  afforded  by  the 
management  for  men  to  be  examined  during  working  hours.  In  3 
whole  days  only  139  men  presented  themselves  for  examination. 

Even  in  this  small  number,  there  were  3 newly  discovered  significant 
cases,  two  of  whom  required  treatment  while  the  other  has  been  kept 
imder  observation  only.  7 other  conditions  were  also  discovered.

I have  tho  honour  to  present  my  /innual  Report  for  I964. 

Durimg  the  year,  a stai’t  was  made  on  the  now  Sluiii  Clearance 
Programme  in  accordance  with  the  three-year  plan,  by  making  nine 
individual  demolition  or  closing  orders  and  two  clearance  orders. 
An  appeal  was  lodged  against  one  clearance  order  .‘and  a public 
.inqinr*y  wiin  bo  iiold  early  in  I965. 

A "pilot”  scheme  of  paper  sack  refuse  collection  was  started 
at  some  450  Council  houses,  with  such  success  that  the  Council 
resolved  to  extend  the  scheme  to  the  rest  of  the  town  during  1965? 
excluding  the  congested  central  area  where  a thrice  weeldy  refuse 
collection  searvice  operates. 

A register  of  offices,  shops,  etc.  was  compiled  from  the 
notifications  received  from  occupiers,  but  it  is  suspected  that 
a good  number  have  failed  to  register  despite  publicity  and 
advertisement.  The  exact  number  imregistered  is  difficult  to 
detemine,  since  occupiers  need  only  register  if  they  employ 
staff  for  more  than  21  hours  per  week,  who  are  not  immediate 
relatives .

Water  Supply 


The  Water  Supply  Undertaking  for  the  Borough  is  municipally 
owned  and  administered  by  the  Council's  Water  Committee  through  the 
Borough  Surveyor  and  VJater  Engineer. 
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The  supply  originates  from  gathering  grounds  of  gravel  and 
peat  sub-soil  in  an  area  along  the  valley  from  Long  Downs  through 
Mabe  and  Treverva  down  to  Penryn. 

The  water  is  stored  in  two  main  reservoirs  for  v/hich 
impounding  dams  have  been  constructed  and  there  are  also  two 
supplementaiy  reservoirs  wtiich  are  not  nomally  in  service  but 
their  capacity  can  be  drawn  upon  in  emergency. 

The  total  storage  capacity  is  in  the  region  of  390  million 
gallons  and  the  reliable  yield  of  the  catchment  area  is  2.1  million 
gallons  per  day. 

Qualitative  and  bacteriological  control  of  the  water  is 
achieved  by:- 

(a)  Goagiulation  and  sedimentation  by  the  alurainiura  sulphate  and 
chalk  method! 

(b)  Pressure  filtration  through  sand  and  gravelj 

(c)  Injection  of  chlorine  and  lime  to  the  filtered  water. 

Regular  monthly  bacteriological  analyses  of  the  water  going 
into  supply  are  carried  out  by  the  County  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service.  Chemical  analyses  are  made  at  half-yearly  intervals. 

During  the  period  under  review,  the  water  in  supply  has  been 
satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

Weekly  bacteriological  examinations  are  made  of  raw  water  and 
water  from  mains  and  the  results  show  that  consistently  pure  water 
is  put  into  supply.  Chemical  analysis  reveals  a pure  water  with  a 
total  hardness  of  about  60  parts  per  million  and  a pH  of  around  7.5. 

There  are  no  premises  within  the  borough  supplied  from  standpipe 

The  comparatively  recent  new  and  up  to  date  methods  of  treatmenl 
have  operated  satisfactorily  during  the  year,  and  extension  of  the 
water  main  system  has  taken  place  to  incorporate  a number  of  nevj 
Housing  Estates. 

The  average  daily  consumption  during  the  year  ended  31st  Decemb( 
1964p  was  1,330,000  gallons  per  day.

Disposal  of  the  whole  of  the  sewage  of  the  Borough  is  by  means 
of  sea  outfalls  at  Middle  Point,  Gyllyngvase  and  Ponnance  Point.  At 
four  positions  the  sewage  is  raised  to  higher  levels  mimely,  North 
Parade,  Prince  of  Vh.les'  Pier,  Riviera  Hotel,  and  the  rear  of  the 
Swanpool.  Sewage  ejectors  are  employed  for  tliis  purpose  but  at  the 
Prince  of  Wales’  Pier  the  ejector  is  supplemented  by  pumps. 

The  FaLmouth  Borough  Council  receives  sewage  from  Penryn  and 
from  the  village  of  Mabe  into  its  main  sewer  to  the  south  of 
Trescobeas  Road  whence  it  flows  via  the  Swanvale  valley  tinink  sewer 
to  the  vrarks  at  Swanvale  and  thence  to  sea  at  Pennance  Point. 

The  report  of  the  Council's  consulting  engineers  regarding 
Swanvale  Works  and  other  main  drainage  proposals  is  awaited.  Kerrier 
R.D.C.  are  proceeding  with  a scheme  for  the  main  drainage  of  Budock 
and  Mawnan  v;hich  will  include  pulping  stations  at  Maenporth  and 
Pennance  lilll  and  tidal  storage  tanks  at  Pennance  lylill.  The  latter 
are  also  to  be  used  by  this  Council  in  connection  with  the  drainage 
of  nearby  parts  of  the  borough.  Sewage  from  the  Kerrier  R.D.C.  scheme 
is  to  be  discharged  via  this  Council’s  sea  outfall  at  Pennance  Point. 

Vermin  and  Insect  Posts 

Six  houses  were  disinfested  for  fleas,  one  property  was  treated 
for  an  infestation  of  flies  and  twenty-six  wasp  nests  were  destroyed. 

Rodent  Control 

In  connection  with  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  ilct,  1949? 

254  cases  were  dealt  with,  194  in  respect  of  brown  rats  and  60  in 
respect  of  mice.  There  were  no  infestations  of  black  rats. 

The  baits  used  for  prebaiting  were  860  lbs.  of  oatmeal  aiid  for 
poisoning,  arsenic,  zinc  phospliido  and  Warfarin  v;ero  the  chief  agents. 

Co-operation  has  been  maintained  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  Infestation  Control  Division  and  the  Cornwall 
Agricultural  Comr.iittee,  Pest  Department. 

One  full-time  Rodent  Officer  was  eriiployed  and  methods  of  treatment 
were  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food’s  recommendations. 


No  charges  were  made  for  treatment  carried  out  at  dwelling  houses.

iin  Order  was  also  made  under  Section  41  extending  the  closing 
hours  of  shops  engaged  in  the  business  of  fancy  goods,  gifts,  books, 
stationery,  toys,  cigarettes,  tobacco  and  confectionery,  to  10  p.m. 
during  the  period  First  June  to  the  Tidrtieth  of  September,  I964. 

Under  Section  51  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950,  which  relates  to 
Sunday  Trading,  an  Order  was  made  concerning  shops  engaged  in  the 
sale  of  any  article  required  for  the  purpose  of  fishing,  photographic 
requisites,  toys,  souvenirs  and  fancy  goods,  books,  stationery, 
photographs,  reproductions  and  postcards,  allowing  these  shops  to 
open  between  the  hours  of  9 a.m.  and  8 p.m.  during  the  period 
commencing  24th  May  to  30th  September,  I964.

One  1,100  gallon  capacity  cesspool  gully  emptier  is  manned  by 
two  men,  and  is  used  on  gully  emptying  one  day  per  week  and  on 
cesspit  emptying  four  days  per  week.  The  vehicle  was  hired  to

Refuse  Collection 

Due  to  the  introduction  of  a five-day  week  on  1st  January, 1961, 
refuse  is  now  collected  from  domestic  premises  once  weekly  and  from 
shops  in  the  main  streets  three  times  weekly.  During  the  early 
part  of  the  year,  a "pilot"  scheme  of  paper  sack  refuse  collection 
was  started  at  450  premises  on  a Council  estate  and,  as  a result  of 
this  experiment,  it  was  resolved  to  extend  the  scheme  to  the  whole 
of  the  town  during  1965,  excluding  the  central  shopping  area  where 
a thrice  weekly  collection  operates. 

The  Council  resolved  that  all  extra  collections  per  week  (other 
than  shops  in  the  main  streets  and  hospitals)  bo  charged  at  the  rate 
of  7/6d.  per  collection. 
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Three  vehicles  are  employed  in  collection  and  the  total 
mileage  covered  was  15? 365. 

One  ve!;iicle  is  staiTod  by  a driver  and  three  fillers  and  two 
by  a driver  and  four  fillers. 

Due  to  mechanical  failures  and  for  the  purpose  of  inspection 
and  maintenance,  the  three  refuse  collection  vehicles  were  not 
available  for  50^  working  days|  of  these,  14'2  days  were  lost 
while  awaiting  spare  parts. 


Refuse  Disposal 

All  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  contro3-led  tipping  at  the 
Council’s  tip  at  Trescobeas. 

A David  Brown  40TD  Forward  Loading  Shovel  is  used  for 
disposal  purposes. 

The  arrangement  with  a neighbouring  authority  for  the 
acceptance  of  refuse,  approximately  30  tons  per  v/eek,  was 
renewed  for  a further  twelve  months  at  an  increased  charge  of 
£12,18,0.  per  week.
